The Letters from Yienns are diuers, and diverſly 
dated: andtherfore both to auoid confuſion and te- 
diouſnes, I thinke it not amiſle rocxtraRthe princi- 
pa}l matters out of them all, and thus contriue them 
orderly into one Diſcourſe. 

Know then, thart after the Van of Bethlem Gabers 
Army, ouer whom Prince Stephen his, brother was 
principall Commander, had approached within fiue 
mile of Fenn, they preſently marched to a great 
water-mill, which was'the onely neceffary thing that 
belonged tothe City. For by reaſon there were de- 
pending on the ſame many mils to the grinding of 
3000 quarters of Corne in a yeare, the ſurpriſing of 
rhe ſame would not onely be diſcommodious to the 
Inhabitants, bur mech aduantagious:to the Enemy: 
whereupon the Emperour perceiuing their approa- 
ches toward the Citie, (not that hee diſtruſted the 
ſame, which indeed was impregnable, but that hee 
feared ſometreaſon or reuoit, the inhabitants being 
diverſly diſpoſed) ſentthe Empreſle and his ſonne ro 

 1nſpurgg aplace famous forthe birth of Charles the 5, 
and renowned for a ſtatcly palace, good ayre, and 
princely pleaſures , hee himſelfe with his brethren 
Leopaldus and Charles refolucd to tatry in Yienna,and 
not onely to endure the extremity, but te make all 
the oppoſition they could againſt the expedition of : 
theſe Tranſilvanians: whereupon vnderſtanding that 
Gabor was marched ouer the Weſcnberg, or Wight- 
hill, and ſo came to Lnztenbnre, and from thence to- 
wards Sc/alijz, obtaining ny Caſtles and Forts, 
(crrt-

ecriiſying Presburg; and foraging all the Countrey 
as he went, which yer ſubmitted to his obedience; he 
thought it beſt to ſer a damme vp againſt this inund.u« 
tion berimes, and fo ſent three feuerail armies a- 
g2inſt tae divided ferces of thcle Turkes and Tar: 
cars. 

The Archduke Charles hada charge toleauy eue- 
ry tenth man in C4#sſ{r:i4 and thoſe adioyning Pro- 
ninces ; and eucry thirtieth maa in the remoter pla- 
ces : and fo to preuent the Enemy from further ap- 
proaches towards Yiexna. The Archduke Leopaldus 
had Doz Balthaſar his Lieutenant, and was appoin- 
ted to breake and diſſolue the Tranfiluanian bridge 
Ouer the Danow. 

The Count of cHonte zegro with Colalts marched 
dircAly into Moraviaagainſt Gabor himfelfe. All theſe 
In the beginning of Noucmber were ſubict to ſcue- 
rall cuents. | 

Firft, the Archduke Charles lying in 4#ſtria, ſped 
reaſonably well in detaining the country in their for- 
mer obedience, and had diuers skirmiſhes with the 
Enemy, from whom hee recouered the Mill againe, 
and compelled them to retreat towards their bridge : 
And this was much furthered by the returne of the 
Cardinall cf Ditiſtein from Rome, who was loath to 
goc into Horaviathe place of his refidence, con- 
{11cring che troubles in cuery place, and that the 
Tranfilvanian army was diſperſed over Horavis, 
and ſo hee thought it-not conuenient to rerurne thi- 
ther, but rematned in Yiexna with the Emperor, and 
vied both the BenediQion and Fulmination of the 
Pape to ſcuerall purpoſes. For thereby the Emperors

erue ſubieAs were detained in their obedience, and 
thoſe that were wauering affrighted with the curſes. 

Secondly, Leopalas marching to. diflolue the 
bridge, was not onely diſappointed of his purpoſe; 
bur in a manner driuen backe againe to the walls of 
YVicnna., Forby that time the ſcatcered Turkes and 
Tran{iluanians were vnitedto the Army lying about 
the bridge,they rallied themſclues and made a braue 
Head, ſo rharpreſuming on their ſtrength, they char- 
ged Leopaldus army, and in plaine tearmes routed 
them all: in which confuſion many were laine, and 
Leopaldis himfelte hardly eſcaped; yea, ſuch was the 
ſuddenaefle and manner of this Dcfeat, that ic was 
reported hee was taken priſoner, and all ouer Y7emna 
great'ſorrew was made. Bur the nextday after his re- 
rurne, the Drumme bear both in Yiexpz and all ouer 
the Countrey, and preſently came ſome forces out 
of 1taly, ſo that the Emperors army increaſed in thoſe 
Parts. : 

s Thirdly, the Count de Monte negro, with Colalte, 
followed Gabor into Moravia,who was with the army 
in perſon ; bur che Imperialiſts haJ ſo many skirmi- 
ſhes with che Turkes, and were ſubieCt to ſo much 
ſlaughter, thar I may well call it a Defeat. For in ſun- 

_ dry retreats Monte nezro was vahorſed, and twice 
ſuppoſed to be flaine, and at laſtcompelled to retyre 
to Presburg and Glatz , butthere were other circum- 
ſtances induced them, as you ſhall heare , when I 
come to open the Letters that mention of Berblem 
Gabors proceedings, in the meane while you muft 
know that the Emperorſent the Count 71/aritz with 
2009 Horſe, and certaine regimentsof Foot to com- 
T3 mand

mand in 7harza, and ſaſpefting what'the pride of 
theſe petty victories might grow vnto, he ſeat to Bs. 
aria for the recalling of 407ſ: Tillies Army out of 
Heſſen, who preſently in ſome ſort obeyedthe pre- 
{cripr. For the meſſenger fo preuailed with 7T//, thar 
hee parted with 10000 men who marched as farre as 
Noremburg,but were there intercepted for going any 

further, yea, in plaine termes returned toward Heſfep 

againe, For there was raiſed a falſe rumor that Mayſ- 
fieldand Brunſwicke were vp in armcs, and comming 
forward apace to cleare theLand of Heſeez of allher 
enemies. This made Bavaria ſend that part of the Ar- 
my backe againe to 1oyne once more with Tz/y, and 
hee himſelte retyred from Heidelberg into his owne 
Countrey, and ſo attcndeth the proceedings, reſol- 
uing to kcepe what he hath gotten, and to maintaine 
new honors, I meane the dignicy of the Ele&orſhip, 
and the pofſefſion of the Palatinate, giuing out great 
ſpeeches, thatthe Emperour owes him great ſumms, 
and ſhall not diſpoſe of his victories and conqueſts. 

Thus much concerning the Emperor. 

From Breſlaw, Nouember 10. 

Although there be diuers Letters from diners pla- 
ces, euen Vienna it ſelte, concerning Bethlem Gabor, 
and his proceedings, yet I determine at this time to 

Ee” infiſt onely on'thoſe that come from Breſlaw, where 
of late in the Emperors name hath beene a kinde of 
Dyer,but indeed aſolemne Aﬀembly ofthe Lords of 
the Country, and ſome from Saxony, and which are 
meere Imperialifts. The Letters then aduertife thus 
much,thartBerhlem Gabor after ſome petty preuailings 
againſt the Emperors forces aduanced as far as _

lits, and tooke itin with orher Caſtles, which was 
ſo rumoured for aviftory ; that both the Pronince 
of Sileſia and Moraria gaue themſelues loft, and 
Prazne nit {clfe was afraid of ſpoiling and rifling. 
For the towne is diuidedin mens hearts.as the place 
is by the. ſicuation , and. Prince Lexberfted hath 
much adoe todetainethem from murinics and. ma- 
king compoſition with the 77anſeluanians, before 
they doe approch, which being denied by the Im- 
perials, many of the inhabitants forſooke their dwel- 
tings, and retired themſelnes into the Country , gi- 
ving out that Prague was citherloſt, or in ſuch dan- 
ger that it would reuolt vpon the firſt approaches 
ofthe Armic. Forthe beſt way was atonement and 
pacification of the enemy before he'came roo neere, 
or was made inexorable, and thenno doubr, beſides 
the terror of particular reuenges, the ſouldicrs would 
not bee contented without the confiſcation of their 
wealth,and praQtifing-all the miferies ofa calamitous 
warre, and miſchicte which ſuch Cities are ſubiect 
' vnto, when a conqueror preuatiles. 

In this eſtate ftand the townes almoſt in cuery 
place, and the country yeeldeth without further en- 
forcement. For after the Lieutenant Generall 1/rap, 
of the forces. in cHorauia, was paſſed by Lunepen- 
bureghey went to Stracomiz,and pillagd the townz8& 
from thence they draue the Imperiall armic from 
Schalitz,and made them retire to Olwts, where they 
have recalled their:forces & cometo ahead againeto 
oppoſe the enemy:bat they were much dauntedwith 
2 meſſenger from Hungary, whoaflured the army of 
Caſar thatthe Lord Fagan Centgs an Hog even

of Newhenſall had forſaken the Emperour, and vnited 
himſelfe to the Turkes ; ſo that all the paſſages to Rab, 
Camifia 8 Camora are newly blocked 'P, and there is 
great danger in trauellingany way. Beftdes,it was re. 
ported,that the old Count Thorze, who had held out 
with the Marqueſſe Jeggendorff ſo long, and ſobrauc- 
ly, perceiuing the Bohemian cauſe to lye ſogrieuou- 
ſly ficke of a conſumption , and that without ſome 
ſtrange cure,it was irrecouerable, being alſo himſelfe 
an inueterate enemy to all Bavaria's proceedings, re- 
ſolued ro ſhew himſelfe an indiſfoluble friend,and put 
ſome what in praRtice for the recouerie of Prague - 
whereupon he left his ſonne with Ieggenderff in Mo- 
ria, and retired himſelfe to Berhlems Gaber,who ſent 
him to the Baſhaw of Buda,and he preſently imployed 
him in the command ouer 5000 Turkes; ſo that whe. 
ther he have altered his Religion, or thatthe Bafhaw 
had commitſsion ſoto doe from Conſtantinople, hee is 
now returning againſt the Empcror,as agreat Com- 
mander,and ina Baſhawes place. | 
Whereupon the Emperor is very carefull to Teauy 
as many forces ashee can, and vpon promiſes of cer- 
raine Coſſacks tro come out of Poland, he ſentone part 
of his Armie to Gotzne, in the Land of the Lord of 
Scamberg,and gaue commilsion to the Lord Colonel 
Beckman, to raiſe 15 companies of foot,and five Cor- 
nets of horſe : there werealſ{o-got together fiue Cor. 
nets of experienced Crabats: and vponthe rumour 
that the L. Prelat of Crembsmunſter was made Prefi- 
dent of his Maiefties Imperiall Chamber, all his ſub- 
ieRs,tenants,and wel-willers muſtered themſelues for 
the Emperor ; {o that the fields hereabouts doe _

of nothing,burt Armes and alarums, and the Imperi. 
als are very ſtrong,and yet ſuſpitions one ot another. 
From Prague the 14 of Noaember, 

The Letters from Pragse continue their aduertiſe- 
ments concerning the iealouſie of the inhabitants,and 
that the Iewes lcane rather to the Proteſtants then the 
Papiſts : whereupon both Iewes and Proteſtants are 
diſarmed ; the ſuburbs of thenew Citicdemoliſhed ; 

_ the Ports toward Yienzaall ſhutvp and Barricadoed, 
exceptonely one, which hath a ſtrong Court of 

guard, and no man enters without his name and bu- 

fineſſe, the Riucrs euery where Steccaded, ſauing at 

certain places, where they are letin through chaines: 
The Forts maintained at theicharge of the Burpers , 
and thoſe vpon the Weſſenberg are warded by the Ci- 
tizens: the Ferry boats are all ſtayed, and divers little 
Ships haue a Rendezuouz appointed , wherethey 
may crofle the River if occafion ſerue. 

Other Letters fromthence aduertiſe vs,that,where- 
as the priſonerstaken in Brunſwicks defeat, namely, 
the Duke of A Utenberg, the Duke Weimar, the Co- 
lonels Franck and Sper, and ſome others of account 
were ſent from Nurenberg to Fienna, there tobe dil- 
poſed of by the Emperor : now they write, that the 
yonger Duke F-izers, with ſome meſlengers of the 
old Duke of Braxſwicke,and the Marqueſle of Brax- 
denbars are all gone to..Yieanato ſolicit for their re- 
leaſe or ranſome-: and becauſe. the Duke of Saxony 
would ynder-hand finde his Imperiall Mateſtie , the 
more flexible toward his houſe, hee hath newly ſent 
him vp-two thouſand herfe, and a Regiment of 
foot. To which if you adde the Letters from Zerſ- 


field,

ficld, you may quickly aduertiſe your ſelfe, that the 
Regiment which marched through the Biſhopricke 
of Fnlda, toward the Biſhopricke of WitFberg,, was 
recalled, and ſent jnto the Lordſhip of Henburg: the 
Regiment of Schowenberg was quartered, in a Vil 
lage called Kcadenorthein. The Regiment of Colo- 
nell True was gone to Sethungen, and all to 
march toward Bohemia ; but the Imperiall forces re- 
maining with T :tey, muſt tarry till Colonell S-2ith 
come vntothem,8: other forces out of A//atia be ſet 
torward,as B4x4ria taketh the command vpon him. 
From Collen the 21 of Nouember. 


The Letters of Collex aſſure vs of the preuailing of 


the Baron of 4»holrt, & the Count of Embdey againſt 
other townes of Weſtphalia,and Munſterland, beſides 
the ſurrendring of Zipftat vnto them : and that they 
vnderſtand from Yacha that the Duke of Holſtein 
doth now ſerue the Emperor, and being akin to the 
Duke of Dolefteg,had his favour tomuſter vp a Regi- 
ment of foot,and 500 horſe at his own charge, which 
were farre moretroubleſome tothe Country , then 
if they had been old ſouldiers. Whereupon Mopxſenr 
Tillg,who then lay at Smalkalden, was ſollicited by 
the inhabitants to lift them in his Armie : bur with- 
out Bauaria's conſent hee would nor, and ſo there are 
meſſengers ſent to diſpatch the matter. 

Other Letters haue much variety of Newes, which 
being intermixed with the affaires of Merchants,may 
be reduced ro theſe abſtracts : that for all Moxſ: Til- 
lies fortuncs & prevailines: yet Caſſell, Marepurg, and 
the ſtrong-walled townes and Caſtles of Heſſen keepe 
him out,& he himſelfe is weary of lying inthe field 
now winter is approaching. That

moned the Lords to Preſaer, 'and appointed a 
meeting at —_ That ſome-Coffacks are come 
into Sileſia already ; and for-all they-were en. 
countered with certaine Hungarians, yet they 
came off brauely, andthe next night, by making 
falſe Fires, paſſed by a contrary way into S/eſ7a, 
That Colonell Doxaw is gone to Olmir7, and 
hath a thouſand Horſe, and two Regiments of 
_ foot, in the bebalfe of the Emperour . and that 
the Lord X#ichna had ſent a Letter to the Arch- 
biſhop of Collen, which he regained from Nzroff;, 
wheras the Imperial Army was,contayning this 
in effeRt ; How for all that Berhlem Gabor had 
preuailed in ſome attempts, and ſpecial! places ; 
yet, by the valiantnefle of the Lord of Walſtery, 
that part of Czſars Army that was to goe to 
Prazue, brake thorow their enemies, 8& ſo-made 
their paſſage with ſome ſlaughter ; and haue by 
their comming ſettled and altered many wauc- 
ring minds in Pragae. | 
Other Letters come from the Biſhopricke of 
Bremen. and ſay ; That Mansfield {ying-ſtrong in 
the Fort of Gre#tz, hath very politickly of late 
{ent moſt of his Army into the Land of Count 
 Oldenbure, which the laſt weekes Letters did 
_ aduertiſe, but now heelyeth before Severes, a 
place deuoted to the Emperour , and hauing 
ſome Spaniardsin the Garifon. They write alſo, 
' 1400. Horſe of the circuit of the lower Saxony, 
haue quartered themſelues in the Biſhopricke of 
Bremes, and giue out, that they will goe into 
Heſfeento Monnſinr Tilley, in deſpight of Mans- 
C feild, 
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feld, andall the forces he can make. That fince 

the Ships of the States depatted from the Weſer, 
there preſently arriued an hundred Ships in the 
Hauen of Breme, which brought all neceſſary 
prouiſion, and fo the great famine of thoſe parts 
was quickly relecued, & the want both of bread 
and falt ceaſed.

tinent bufineſſe , and onely expoſe vnto you, 

what is befitting for you to know, namely, that 
Duke Chriſtian of Brunſwicke_, marched lately 
with 4000. toward Grojningham, it was ſuppo- 


| fed, he would there meete with IHarsfield, and 


ſhip themſclues for ſome deſigne. That there 
arc againe 18, Ships making ready for the: Weſt 
Indies, with other preparation, to tranſport 
5000. men toland in ſome coaſt or other. That 
a Laquey had robbed the Marqueſle of Braz- 
denbarg of ſtore of guilt Plate, which he broughe 
to a Naile-Smith at Newmarck in Berlinn, who 
craftily melted the fame in the Seller, but tru- 
ſting a third perſon in ſelling the Bullion, which 
was a Bohemia Boy, they were all diſcouered, 
and hang'd hefore the Naile-Smiths dore, on a 
Gallowes 20. foote high. 

That the Leger of the States are all gone to 
eariſon, and many Spaniards lye quartered in 
Weſell.That the companics which lay in Lipſtat, 
are come to Emrick with 200.

that Letters were intercepted from Narembure, 
which containe this in effe&t : That Dor Balta- 
ſer wrote out of Hungarte to Monfiur Tilley to re. 
paire thither with his forces : Forthe Imperial 
Army was much diſtrefled, and ouerborne with 
numbers, & ſuch men, as delighted in the ſhed. 
ding of the blood-of Chriſtians : the other part 
ofthe Letter containes a kind of deploration, .as 
though the Count of Negromonte had bin ouer- 
throwne, and that part of the Emperours Ar- 
mie in ſome diſtreſſe ; that when Monſiur Tilley 
acquainted his Captaines with the Emperours 
pleaſureto remoue, they ſeemed much: diſcon- 
tented, and murinied out-right : For being new- 
ly quartred in good Villages, and winter appro- 
ching, they were loth to rife ; at-laft, through 
the terror of Martiall difcipline, anda Policic 
which Tilley vſed,concerning their honours and 
victories, which muſt now needs be loſt or eclip= 
{cd, if they ſhould any way drawe backe in a 
cauſe of ſo-great imporrance,they were pacified, 
and contented;fo farre forth as they might haue 
their pay,.to prouide ſuch things as were necef- 
ſary for ſo great a iourney ; which: grantedto. 
{ome, the reſt tarried in; the Country, to the a- 
mazement of their Generall, who yer ſeemed 
quieted, becauſe indeed he had direRions from 
Bauaria, to tarry,orat leaſt prolong the time as 
much as he could. They alſo write, that diuers 
Ships comming out of the Eaſt-Indies; were left 
at the Ilands ofthe Aſcenfion,and S. Helena,and 
ſo ſuppoſed xo be loſt, but, God be thapked, are 


ſafe 
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fafereturned,though much worne & wether-bea- 
ren : that a Ship of Scherdam, with varicty of rich 
commodities, coming from the coaſt of Carman- 
de, was enforced to put in by the Brzel, and ſo vn- 
lade inthe Port of Goere:It is reputedworth 14000 
pounds ſterling. 
That there 1s great preparation ar the Zaee, for 
the Chriftening of the Quecne of Bohemias 
Child, but the Godfathersare vanamed. 

To conclude, the rumor is, that the Lord Mor- 
oe Graumay. is returned backe againe from the 
:mperour with a new Commiſſion : wherein it 
hath pleaſed Ceſar to name them the high and 
mighty Lords, the States of the vnited Prouin- 
ces : He hath had Audience,but departed preſent- 
ly : It is ſaid, his Embaſie ſhall be publkely diuul-

< fromthoſe of Germany, concerning Bethelens 
Gabors procecdings, more then that they deny his 
cemming ſoneere to Prague, as was reported, or 
his great Defeat whickhe hath giuentoLeopaldr, 
or Count de Monte Negro., of whom likewiſe they 
write, that this braue Commander is a Spaniard 
borne. and not SwatFenberz, according tothe eti- 
mologic of his Name, as they imagine the Z:z/- 
Datch ſignifies. 

They alfo write, that the Pirars of Arg/ers,ioy- 
ning themſclues with ſome Datch , haue inteſted 
the Maritime coaſts both ef Spaizc and 4fricke, 
ynder the King of Spazmes Dominion, inſomuct 
thatdiuers Ships which were going fora Conuoy 
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into the We# Indies, are ſtaied and appointed to 


watch the Srraizhts with 25. Gallies, thatthe Pi- 
rats haue not that free paſſage which they accuſto- 
med,or were ouer-preſumptuous 1n. 

Other letters fay plainly , that Pon Cordaugis 
appointed togoe into Germany to affiſt the Em- 
perour, aSa fortunate Commander, which raiſed 
that ſpcach, that hee was ſent for into Spazwe., As 
for the affaires of Brabant and Flandersthey Rand 
almoſt at a ſtay : for 5pinols lieth for the moſt part

"THe Letters from :Yiezne ſhall ſerue from all 
| 3 theparts of 7:4, eſpecially Neples, Reme, and 
Millaine, and certifie thus much : That at Rome 
on-a Sunday morning Segnior Pietro. Cantarini, 
the new Yeretian Ambaſſadour,was conducted by 
. Zeno,and Zeranzo,two former Aimnbaſſadours to 
his Holineſle preſence, to receiue his firſt audi- 
ence, and went afterward to vifit the Card. 3Bar- 
barino: and on the Munday following the Duke 
Abriquiergue departed toward Spaine with many 
followers, and great ſatisfaction, but the Dake of 
Paſtrans tarriesbehinde, as an ordinary Ambaſla- 
dour: and whereas the EleQor of Bauaria had ſol- 
licited the Pope about the important affaires of 
Germany, by the Baron Fazger his Ambaſladour, 
hee was quickly diſpatched backe againe , with. 
aflcrance of his Holineſle affeRisn, to relecue the 
Catholike League in Germazy. 

Whereupon was a Briefe confirmed in the 
Conclaue, concerning a new Maſle or Prayer, 
foure houres long. , in forme of a Iubile , which 
was fixed on ſeucrall Collumnes. in Rome_z., 
and ſo ſent ouer 7taly ; it contained thus much in 
cffe, that his Holinefle did grant to all Chriſti- 
ans a full Indulgence and abſolution from all their.
